Facing a Big Deficit — 


The‘ dtecovery that the operations of the Federal government for ‘the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1936, resulted in a deficit of approximately 
$162,000,000, as announced by Hon. Chas. A. Dunning in the recent budget 
Speech in the House of Commons must have come as a considerable shock 
to a large percentage of the Canadian people who must pay the piper. 

The shock is not assuaged at al) by'the additional announcement that 
the increase in the sales tax from six to eight per ceht. which the govern- 


ment decided to levy will not be a heavy enough impost to enable the gov- |, 


ernment to balance the budget for the current fiscal year and that, on the 
other hand, the best that can be expected from this and other more minor 
levies is a deficit of something less "thar, $100, 000,000, for this year, 

Not much is to be gained by any attempt to, lay the blame for this 
enormous deficit at the’ door of any particular administration. 
politicians within the fold of the two major political parties will rise up 
and assert that the other party is at fault, in the one case the former 
regime and in the other the present administration, while adherents of 
other’ parties, who have not. yet been given an opportunity to demonstrate 
their ability to govern the country, will declare. that the economic system 
is to be blamed. 

The fact remains that there is a shortage. of $162,000,000 asthe differ- 
ence between governmental income’ and outgo which, has to ‘be made up by 
approximately 10,000,000 people and the same numiber of people are appar- | 
ently likely to have to make up another $100,000,000 or a little less next | 
year. The money must come.out of the pockets of these ten million Cana- 
dians and apparently the only way.to get it is by increasing taxation in 
some form or another.

This system, while unquestionably irksome and cumbersome to the re- 
tailer, at least has the advantage of making the consumer “tax conscious’ 
in the same way as has a direct income tax. Every time he makes a pur- 
chase from a nickel upward he is made to realize that he is making a con- 
tribution to the government and the amount he is contributing. If this sys- 
tem were in effect throughout Canada, no doubt it would result in greater 
pressure being brought to bear on the government to economize and might} 
act as a deterrent in the number of requests made ‘to the government for 
expenditures which might be avoided.

, Whip ifarks, scratches and bruises 
shall not be a factor in determining 
the grade except those hogs that are 
seriously damaged. Carcasses that are 
condemned will be paid for on the| 
same basis of the grade in which they 
| would otherwise fall. The Government 
will issue releases on all Rail Graded 
hogs. 

A farmer might well ask himself; 
Why should I change ‘over to Rail 
Grading? How do I benefit by it? 
How does the hog industry benefit by 
it?These questions are easily ans- 
wered. When the ‘present system of 
live grading was instituted, the policy 
of paying premiums to the farmers 
who raised good hogs,. was started. 
In a very short time there was a great 
improvement in the number of bacon 
hogs marketed. 


To-day the following situation con- 
fronts. us; A number of farmers have 
progressed to such an extent that it 
would nearly ‘be impossible for them 
to raise a larger percentage af Bacon 
hogs. Another number are just raising 
an average percent, of Bacons, while 
the balance of the farmers are just 
raising hogs, Under the present sys- 
tem of live grading the dressed “yie- 
Ids” of the hogs have a great deal 
to do with the final dressed cost. The 
word “yields” refers to the amount 
of dressed meat in relation to the live 
weight. For example; two farmers 
bring in two hogs, each weighting 
200 ‘pounds} When these hogs are 
killed, one weighs 150 pounds dressed 
while the other weighs 160-pounds 
dressed. Now it is easy to see that 
the 160-pound hog was a better yield- 
ing than the 150-pound hog, and that 
the producer of the 160-pound hog 
would receive more money; whereas, 
if these hogs had been sold alive, each 
producer would have received the 
same. 


on a. rail graded basis is to give the 
producer of high quality and high 
yielding hogs the proper value of his 
hogs as related to the whole volume 
of hogs produced. In other words, 
the producer gets paid for exactly 
what he delivers. 

The marketing of hogs on a. Rail 
Graded basis not only gives the pro- 
ducer a premium. on his bacon hogs, 
but also pays him on a basis of yield 
Hogs that are fed right, and looked 
after properly, . yield high, which 
results in the producer getting more 
money for his hogs, 

Is this not sufficient incentive for 
the producer to raise good hogs, 
thereby benefitting the hog industry 
at large, and hetping himself, at the

By the Ottawa Trade Agreements 
the Old Country gave Canada a quota 
of 280 million pounds of bacon, each 
year. Since this Agreement was put 
into effect, the closest we have ever 
come to reaching the quota was, 
roughly, 40. percent., or 168 million 
pounds short. We might explain, 
now: 

The 40% we did ship was not of 
the ‘best quality, due to the fact that 
the producers, had not raised the right 
type of hog. A lot of this bacon was 
just medium quality, and not the type 
that would command a premium, or es- 
tablish Canada as a leading exporter, 
insofar as quality is concerned, on the 
Old Country Market. 

Figure in dollars and cents, this 168 
million pounds shortage represents, at 
an average price of 7c per pound, and 
an average yield of 65%, around $16, 


000,000,00 worth of live hogs, each] ' 


year, In number of live hogs, this 
would represent approximately one 
million head, each year, 

What does all this mean? It just 
means this;'we fell down to the extent 
of 16 million dollars a year, in using 
our natural resources.We did not raise 
enough hogs, and we did not. raise 
hogs of good enough quality. 

If all this shortage could have been 
consolidated and made up in our own 
Province of Alberta, (which would not 
have been impossible) Alberta would 
have been the most prosperous pro- 
vince in Canada to-day. Justv imagine 
16 million dollars a year more income 
into Alberta, and the results therefor! 

The marketing of hogs on a Rail 
Graded basis should ‘be the means, 
(just as it has been in other countries) 
of increasing the VOLUME and QUA- 
LITY of Canadian hogs to such an 
extent that ‘Canada will be SECOND 
TO NONE. .

Have the League of Nations proved a failure? Have the efforts of 
millions of people to put into effect ‘the principle of collective security for 
the nations of the earth been abortive? Should the League, in the light | 
of recent events, be abandoned and allowed to die? In fact, is the League 
' already gagged, helpless and practically defunct ? 

These are questions which are agitating the minds of peace-loving | 
people in all.the countries of the world to-day? Many who saw the birth | 
of the League a few years ago as an insurance policy against future con-| 
flagrations between the nations are now shaking their heads sorrowfully | 
and are on the verge of abandoning hope. They are fearful that the na- | 
tions are to revert to former practices and policies of “dog eat dog and the | 
devil take the hindmost.” & 

It is pointed out by these pessimists that to date the League has two} 
apparent failures to its credit, or, should it be said, to its discredit? They | 
refer to the inactivity of<the League when Japan two or three years ago | 
was allowed to launch unhindered an aggressive campaign to bring Chinese | 
territory. under control—a process which is still being carried on, and more | 
recently the failure of the League's attempt to stem the victorious march 
of Mussolini's troops into Ethiopia, by the application of economic sanctions. 

It is true that Mussolini appears to have achieved his immediate objec- 
tive ‘and not: only conquered Ethiopia, but has also annexed the country as 
an adjunct to the Italian crown, despite the efforts of those countries which 
remained in the League to prevent Italy from gathering the fruits of her | 
lawless enterprise. 

The fact, however, should not be overlooked that while Italy hes: so far 
-gueceeded in her ambitious program of conquest in Africa, the nations have | 
not yet withdrawn sanctions against her and that by the continued applica- | 
tion of this. form of pressure it is still possible to force the victor to dis- 
gorge, if ‘not. all, at least a portion of the spoils of an illegal war. 

In other. words the ‘flouted members of the League still have it within | 
their power to demonstrate to Mussolini that international lawlessness does | 
not pay. All that is needed, as pointed out recently by the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune is decisiveness. ‘‘The members of the League,’’ said the Tribune, ‘‘can, | 

’ by showing a little courage and determination at this juncture make it more | 
of a living and vital force than it has ever been,” but this newspaper adds, | 
“unless they show some courage and determination in the present circum- 
stances the League of Nations and collective security will vanish like the 
Snows of yesteryear.” 


The Tribune further points out that Mussolini after all has only won | 


the. first race and “is still racing against time in the application of the 
economic sanctions which are slowly but surely strangling Italy into sub- 
mission. He cannot win that race unless the ‘League members weaken and 
allow him to escape from the inexorable pressure.” 

There are very cogent reasons why wavering faith in the League 
should be restored. One of them is the urgent desire of the great masses 
of the people in the majority of the countries of the world for peace and 
security, so essential if economic recovery and progress is to be made. All 
that is necessary is for these people to strengthen the hands of their repre- 
sentatives by impressing upon them. this viewpoint. 

Another and very potent reason is the necessity for continuance and 
strengthening of the League and its powers if civilization is to be pre- 
served, There is no blinking the fact that: the majority of the European 
nations are arming to the. teeth and that in some cases at least, conquest 
and subjugation are unrevealed motives. If that .is true, a strong League 
is the only hope of security from further aggressions which may well in- 
volve the entire world. | 

Warnings of this very grave danger have recently been uttered by some 
of the outstanding statesmen of several countries and they, are. warnings 
that should not go unheeded. 

“That such a war is not only possible but ‘inevitable’ is the opinion 
of General Ludendorf of Germany who makes this very clear in his new 


book whose very little is significant, ‘‘The Total War”. According to a com: 


“mentator on this book in Les Annales of Paris, Ludendorf only admits a| 


war which engages the existence of the entire nation—men, women and 
children; in other words, a war conducted without mercy, “its only aim being 
the total annhilation of the enemy.” 

Apparently a strengthened and revivified League is the only hope of 
security the nations can expect against such “a war of frightfulness.”
